Six policemen and five 
civilians were reported killed 
by guerillas today through- 
out Malaya. 


An official communique add- 
ed that three policemen and 
five clvilians were wounded.

fight for an early decisive victory in Korea or get out. : 
The former U.S. commander in China told the Senators that any man who had 


commitments to several creditors either must provide a menns of payment ‘or redtice 
some of the commitments until he has the means. 


"Our. country has undertaken 
global commitments in Europe, 
‘the Far Enst and elsewhere,” he 
sald. “To date, our commit- 
ment in Koren is proving most 
costly. Thus either we should 
provide a means to fight in 
Korea to an carly decisive and 
victorious cohclusion or wa 
should get out.” 

Ie such means were avaitable 
which would safely prove de- 
cisive they should be used and 
the advice of the ‘military staff 
in. the Defence Department 
should be carefully considered 
with respect to This decisive 
action. 

“However, I would not accept 
an extended delay or a stale- 
mate in that area,” he continue 
ed. "In a delay we would be 
expending resources, human 
and material, to a prohibitive 
degree. In a stalemate, we 
would simply restore the status 
quo before June 260 year ago 
and in so dolng release the 
forces of Communism to pursuc 
thelr aggressions elsewhere or to 
renew them later in Korea, 

“Either of these Intter courses 
would play directly into Com- 
munist hands. The cost of such 
containing tactics would be 
wholly incommensurate, in my 
judgment, with the intangible 
gains that have been suggested 
by prior witnesses to members 
of this Committee,” 


A MISTAKE 


General “Wedemeyer credited 
the United States Congress 
with producing all constructive 
ideas. for dealimg with China 
since the war and accused the 
State Department of trying to 
block those ideds, 

Senator Bourke Hickenloo- 
per asked him If the United 
States had followed a polley of 
giving. shrinking. support_to_ the. 
Chinese Nationalist government 
while the Chincse Communists 
were obtalning increasing help 
from Russia, 

General Wedemeyer thought 
Senator Hickenlooper had made 
a falr stateinent, There had 
deen uncertainty. about Ameri- 
can China policy In the post- 


war period when the Gommu- 
nists: were displacing the Chi- 
nese Nationalists on the maln- 
tand. 

General Wedemeyer also dis- 
cloded that he recommended in 
early 1945 thot Russia be 
brought into the war against 
Japan to shorten the term = of 
hostilities, That recommenda~ 
tlon was, he added, a mistake, 
an error in Judgment — strategle 
judement. He told Senator 
Estes Kefauver, however, that 
he was not at all involved in 
the controversial _ 1945 Yalta 
agreement which gave the terms 
for Russia’s entry Into the Far 
Enstern war. 

"It‘seemed to me That any 
constructive purposes or tdeas 
wilh reference to the area really 
had thelr  gencsis in Congress 
and opposition to those con= 
structive idcas usually cecurred 
in the State Department.”

in genera, these Byclaws did not 
permit the entry Into any dock orcas 
of Explosives but required them to 


be dealt with at places approved by 


the harbour authorittes outside the 
dock areas, and usually at anchor- 
ages, To’ meet war conditions in 
1939, the Minister of Transport issucd 
an Order under the Defence Regula- 
tlons which permitted Explosives to 
be conveyed to and loaded 
unloaded In dock sreas, and sub- 
sequently. the Ministry and.the Dock 
and. Harbour. Authorities’. Assoclation 
negotiated an indemnity providin: 
the various harbour authorities wi! 
financial . protection. against any 
consequences of the abrogation of 
their byelaws. While we do not 
have enclosed docks In Hongkong. 
the Harbour is narrow at its central 
point ond many buildings exist in 
dlose proximity .to wharves and 
buoys. We consider that the Govern- 
ment of Hongkong should seek a 
similar indemnity from the’ Service 
Authoritles-against all risks involved 
In‘the handling of ‘Explosives and 
other Dangerous ‘Goods for the Ser- 
vices within the Colony.
